0, P. Hood, chief mochanical enginesr
of the United Btlates Bureau of Mines,
spokn on “Hafety Engineering' Mr
HMood sald thet there was a growing foel-
Ing that every industry “should receive
fta workers ench day in fit condition and
should roturn them to their homea whole
and in hie Nt condition."

Throughout the country, Mr. Hood
enld, thers wns n movement on fool to
bring sbout snfety in the great industirial

plants. Thin movement had met with ap-
proval In the legislatures of many
Htates. Mr, Hood said In part:

“faoh engineer, mechanieal, electrical,
elvil and mining, 8 now asked to view
his work from n new angle. Guards,
guldes and protective devices are added
where It Ils perfectly evident these de-
vices should have been before, but ft
becomes ogually evident that this s &
most auperficinl and Inadequate treats
ment of n subject of large proportions,

“Hvery Industry will present simllar
pafety problems that must be studied
more onvefully than can be expected of
the unalded Industrial organization. It
is this phase of asafety enginecering that
I wish to specially empharize.

"There are mseveral agencles that can
be expected to meet in varlous degres
this need. One of the most promising Is
that of co-operation between a group of
members of an Industry and establinhed
fanboratories, Federal, State or educa-
tionnl, which laboratories many be spe-
elally fitted by men and equipment for
Investigating the wpecial problem In
hand."

BLOOD PRESSURRE TESTS.

NMiss Loulss Stevens Bryant, attached
to the Criminal Division of the Fhila-
deiphin Munlclpal Court, spoke bafore the
educational seotion of the conventlon, 8he

told of recent blood pressure research
work among feeble-minded children.

According to Miss Hryant, variable
blood pressura appears to accompany
feeble-mindedneas,

A recent experiment on 200 girls at the
Bleighton MFarme MHeformatory showed
that the bleod predsure of the normal
child varied but little between any onn
of four tests, whila that of ths feable-
minded girls showed a large percentage
of variation. The blood-pressure experl-
ments in many cases nlso gave the direct
cauge of the allment.

How the slightest disturbances in the
pphere of the nervous system may o¢-
our and mar the mental health and vi-
tality of school children was described
by Dr. Maximillan Groszmann, director
of the National Aesgoclution for the Study
nnd BEdueation of Exceptionnl Children,
who spoke on *“The School Child" before
the educationnl divislon. He sald:

“Wa may distinguish four clasmes, or
types, of exceptionally bright children,
using this term as meaning chlldren who
are in advance of their fellowa of same
axe, especinlly in sohool work. This suc-
ooss In school, however, In not altogsher
an index of real mental excellence. The
very first group of children which we may

conglder does not necessarily represent
brightness or brilllancy at all. It simply
represents success, at lesst, temporary

muceoss,

*“This group I8 composed of children
endowed with a good memory, largely of
a mechanical kind, In school waoark, which
consists muainly of recitutions and the
sequirement of book knowledge, they are
npt to make rapid progresa through the
grades, They 'learn’ hecause they retain
tha lessons and can reproduce them, ad
# sponge retains the water It absorbed
when squeezed out.

“Clertainly, there are good minda lucky
opnough to be alsp endowed with & good
memory, and wenk minds whose wenlk-

aks is nugmented by luok of mesmory.
Fut it does not Infrequently happen that
wvery mediocre minda, yes, even dlatinet-
Iy feeble minds, will, through having
® good memory, outahine thelr belters
In sthool work, st lesst during the ele-
mantary period, before the higher reason-
Ing faoulities coma into play.

AL that time they will be hopelessly
left behind, mugh the worse for thelr
learning,' which docs not represent any
live valus to them, and the wsequisition
of which has prevented them from pre-

aring themsalvea for life In thelr own
owly fushilon, In thelr cose, it In n
matter of early dlagnosia to dlrect them
plong really educative lnes.

"“I'here is, Nirst, the child whosa physical
and mental growth Is Kenerally more
rapid than that of an ordinary ehild.

“Thers is the type of child in whom one
faculty 1s developlng at the cost, It would
#eam, of all or most of the other faculties.

“The last and most difficult type is the
afia where thede special endowments are
coupléd with & nervous temperament, or
even & nouropathlc or psychopathlo ten-
son, Al kinds of disturbances In the
#phere of the nervous syitemn a&nd of the
paychic life may occur and mar the
mental health and the vitality of the
body."

The
men get 12% centy for each hlanket
woven, and one worker sald that on some
days he did not earn more than 30 cents,

yeatorday. He sald if they falled to make
living wages by plecowork in future he
would make up the différence in cash.

Louls bells, and osrtified that
Miss Hownrd shot herself while mentally
irreaponsible for her action, Doctor
Leonard sald he had been informed Miass
Howard's nervous aystem suffered a total
breakdown some months ngo. Thousands
of dollnra wers spent for specialista, who
falled to provide rellef, Finally It was
declded to send the beautiful girl here in
charge of her aunt

An slement of mystery has besn Inter-
jected Into the c¢ase, however, by the
statement that for a week past Mias
Hownrd, who Is said to have been the
sola helr to an eatate of $850,000, had been
in exceptioniul health and spirita. Bhe
made frequent long tramps on ths Board-
walk, returning with glowing spirita to
declare she had never felt happler in her
life.

STREET LIGHTING
10 COST §1,260,000;
CONTRACT SIGNED

City Will Use Philadelphia
Electric Company's Cur-
rent in Next Year at Old
Rate.

Negotintions for the city lighting in 1815
ended today with the Philadelphla Eleea-
tric Company slgning contracts to light
FPhiladelphin for the same cost as during
the past vear,

Mayor Blankenburg announced today
that he favors the construction of a city-
owned electrle plant and declured Tt
would be beneficlnl. His announcement
had hardly been on the street when of-
ficlals of the Philadelplian Electric Com-
pany signed the 1516 contract, This al-
lows the company $L2L per lamp or a
total of $1;250,000 for lighting the entire
elty,

The contracts will be returned to the
Mayor and Director Porter tomorrow.
The contract contalns a proviso which
sats forth that In case the Public Bervice
Comminssion declares the present rate ex-
cemnive and orderm n reduction the city
shiall be rebated In proportion to the re-
duction made. Nelther side has relin-
auished Its right to appeal the case to the
Dauphin  County Court.

MAYOR EXPLAINB PLANS.

In discussing the subject prior to the
compnny's action, the Mayor pald: *I be-
lieve the money for the project could be
obtained. The problem for constructing
a plant to furnish electric current for
the eontire clty would not have to ba
Immedintely solved. A plant could be
conatructed In unitsa—n portion at & time."

The Mayor recently wrote = letter to
Nathan J. Folwall, presildent of the Key-
stone Telephone Company, asking that
u conference be arranged at which
would be discussed the cost of renting the
underground condults of the Xeyatone
Company by the clty, The company has
80 mliles of conduits extending to all
sectiona of Phlladelphla. The Philadel-
phia Eleotrie Company, which now has
cantrol of the elty's lighting contract,
hng underground conduits only In the
central city nrea of about five square
miles,

PRESIDENT McCALL'B STATEMENT,

This afternoon Joseph B, McCall, prasi-
dent of the slectric company, lasued the
following statement: "“We have entered
Into a contract with the city of Phlla-

delphia for the year 1915 for arc street
lghting upon the prices, terms and con-
ditions named in our proposal last June,
and In accordance with the advertisement
of the city for proposals for street light-
ing. The terms are the same as those
econtained In the contract for the year
1514, The contract, however, contiins =
clpune that its execution shall not pre-
vent sither party from contending before
the Publle Bervice Commisslon that ita
terms may be modifled. If, on the pres-
eniation of tha facts, the commission
shall determine any changes are easentinl,
thie changes authorized are to bhacome ef-
fectlve ns of January 1, 1916, We en-
deayored, ss agreed upon at the lust
heating before the Public Bervice Coms
misglon, to come to an understanding
with the, city officials, but after saveral
conferences we could not agres tpon
mutually satlefactory terms.'
